_ There was a bit of controversy raised at the last fxec. meeting wonder~ 
ing what happened to the new heliax for yo, The new heliax, if required, 
was to be ordered and installed this summer, but nothing happened, or so 
it appears. 


As you can appreciate, new heliax is expensive, and will cost be- 
tween #2,000 and “3,000 for a new piece. As such, we wanted to be darn 
sure there was no alternative. As it turns out, heliax is required. 


During the summer, we made a pitch to Abitibi-Price for funding. 
To date, we have received a cheque from them for “250.00. There is a 
possibility of receiving a larger donation sometime in September, but 
we are still awaiting word from them. 


As well, we had planned to apply for “/intario funding. Initially, 
the apolication forms were to be available in June.. For one reason or 
another, the application forms were not available until August. 


Due to the high cost of heliax, we decided to see what else we 
could use. An American supplier sells heliax for “1.50 per foot and it 
looks good. UYowever, we want to make certain we are getting good stuff 
and we are still aWebt inf information regarding connectors and ER OUROEnE 
kits. 


As you can see, we have been busy and these things take time. Me 
have decided to wait for spring installation, with new heliax to be 
ordered in February. This will give us a chance to hopefully ‘double 
our money! with Wintario, and to come up with a firm decision which 
supplier to go with. 


As well, even if we had decided in June to buy heliax, the club 
did not have the necessary funds. The clubs! bank balance has since 
improved, and a motion to purchase hecliax in February was passe at the 
September meeting. In February, we will have a firm price. 


So much for heliax. Upon close scrutiny, we have opted for new 
homebrew controllers for both repeaters. Thev will be based on the 
Commodore 6), and have a few advantases over commercial units. Assuming 
new computers are bought, they can be built for around “300.00 each vs. 
“3,000.00 for commercial. Voice Mail Box features ‘voice IN, Voice Tail

When operational, both reneaters will operate the same. All auto- 
patch functions will be identical, such as speed dial, dial in, etc. 


The 6) can he modified to operate on emergency power, which is diffi- 
cult at best with a TRS-80 that is running THR. Features that can't be 
done with the TRS-80 can also be added. How about a ringing phone for 
dial-in? 


Our decision to go homebrew was not. based on economics exclusively. 
With a computer running things, it is possible to customize it to suit 
our needs, which would not be possible with a commercial unit. Things 
like having your call sent when your speed dial is called would be lost. 
On the other side of the coin, we can retain all of TBR'S features and 
add a few more. Any function that the commercial unit can do can be 
duplicated with the 6. In short, we have the best of both worlds in 
terms of sar tear es and versatility, for a fraction of the cost. 


At soacegs the repeater scone ad has. put a hold on major expendi- 
tures, awaiting the outcome of the Wintario Grant. Even if our bid is 
not successful, new heliax will be purchased next spring. 


This is what the repeater committee is up to and the direction we 
are pursuing. It can be frustrating awaiting word for when something will 


happen and hearing bits and pieces, but really not knowing what's 
happening. This should clear the air on this matter.

COMMENTARY 


The above letter was written by Dave-AVS,. As requested, the letter 
was read at the September meeting. - This letter is being reprinted in 
HI-Q, along with the feelings of the membership present at the meeting. 
If you have an opinion one way or the other, why not send a letter to 
HI-Q? In any event, here goes. 


The club owns and maintains two repeaters, both equipped with .~ 
autopatch. Should one repeater be busy, it should be a simple matter to 
(SY to the other machine, and use the dutopatch there. At vresent, 
VE3Y9TP does not have the full range of’autopatch features available on 
VE3TBR, but it does work and should be used. Weare presently looking at 
upgrading the autopatch on YQ to include many of the features in TBR. 


If both machines are busy, then break in. This should be a simple 
matter and proceed to use the autopatch. To the best of mv knowledge, 
this should not cause anv problems. 


As for, the matter of extended QSO0's and the salt mine net, we should 
look at what we want the repeaters to do. YO has greater range, and as 
such, is used’ for long range coverage. TBR is for local coverage, and 
with the salt mine net and extended 50's, is filling the bill for which 
it was intended. As for extended 9$0's, if the stations are close to- 
gether, simplex could be considered.

Due to an intermod problem, please use 16.9) instead of 116.52, 
Radio regulations cover the issue of "Frivolous Communications", and don't 
need to be repeated here. In short, no problem is seen with the current 
system of usage with the repeaters, If and when problems arise, we could 
consider modifying this policy. 


As to the closing remark regarding the name change, I don't think 
there is enough support for it at present. This issue is raised every 
few years, and the club has always voted to retain its' current name. 
In the past twelve years that T have been a club member, the matter has 
been raised three or four times and results in lots of controversy. 


If there is wide spread support to change, then fine. Please bear 
in mind the costs involved in changing. ‘le would have to modify our 
inecarporation, get new letterhead printed, etc. As well, we have been 
making a name for ourselves and the name change would add more problems. 
In closing, unless there is more support for this matter, it is best to 
leave sleeping dogs lie.
